INTRODUCTION 

This report is based on data collected in 
March 1972 and March 1971 by the Bureau of the 
Census as a supplement to its monthly Current 
Population Survey. The data were d rived from 
replies to a question on origin or scent and 
on replies to addiciunal questions on :her popu- 
lation characteristics. Demographic, social, and 
economic- characteristics (age, sex, use of the 
Spanish language -.n the home, fan- / status, 
:-ize of families, pi.uce of residence, .:^.iicationai 
littainment, employmi-nt status, occupaaijin group, 
and income) are presented separately i^rid in some 
combinations for pexsons j ident: ied them- 
selves as being of Mexican, Puerto Ri^an,. ^luban, 
Central or South -merican, or ot; . r Spanish 
origin. 



Ethnic Composition the Population of Spanish 
Origin . There were 9.2 million persons in the 
United States in March 1972 who reported that they 
were of Spanish origin. The major component of 
this population were persons of Mexican origin 
who comprised 5.3 million, or 57 percent, of the 
total Spanish origin population. The persons of 
Mexican origin were not widely distributed 
throughout the United States. Most of them (4.5 
million, or 87 percent) lived in the five South- 
western States of Arizona, California, Colorado, 
New Mexico, and Tex^ s. Persons of Puerto Rican 
origin constituted the next major Spanish origin 
group with 1.5 million persons, or 17 percent of 
the^ total Spanish origin population, in addition, 
there were about 600 thousand who were reported 
to be of Cuban origin, 600 thousand of Central or 
South American origin, and 1.2 million who 
classified themselves as of other Spanish origin 
(table A).^ Persons of Puerto Rican origin were 
living mainly in the New York and New Jersey 



\Because of sampling variability^ the , es tima ted 
number of persons of Cuban origin and of Central 
or South American origin are not significantly 
different. The category of Central or South 
American may include persons who are of Brazilian 
or Portuguese origin or descent since the survey 
question did not ask specifically for Spanish per- 
sons of Central or South American origin. The 
'other" Spanish origin group also includes anyone 
who reported a combined Spanish origin descent, 
such as Mexican-Puerto Rican. 



areas; those of Cuban origin were centered in 
Florida, particularly in the Miami area. 

The March 1971 and 1972 surveys did not 
include a quest u^n on place of birth so that the 
nativity or reccwcy of immigration of the various 
Spanish origin . roups could not be determined,

Age Distribution . The population of Spanish 
origin was quite a young population with a larger 
proportion composed of young children than was 
the case among the population that was not of 
Spanish origin. The median age of the Spanish 
origin population was 20 years, as compared with 
28 years for the total population. About half 
of the persons of Spanish origin were under 20 
years of age, and over one-third, 37 percent, 
were under 14 years of age as the Spanish origin 
population .had a relatively large young dependent 
population. Also, the Spanish origin population 
did not have a large elderly population--only 
about 4 percent of this population was 65 years

old or over (cable B), These observations con- 
cerning the age distribution of the Spanish popu- 
lation are true not only for the total Spanish 
origin population, regardless of residence, but 
also for the Spanish population living in the 
five Southwesrern States of Arizona, California, 
Colorado, New Mexico, and Texas, most of whom 
were of Mexican origin. 

The age distribution of persons of Cuban 
origin, however, was significantly different 
than those of Mexican or Puerto Rican origin; 
the Cuban origin population is much older, with 
a median age of 34 years, reflecting the age 
distribution of those who left Cuba for the United 
States in very large numbers in the early 1960's. 



The majority -of Spanish origin persons live 
in households where Spani ' : _ current ]-? 
guage, as millio: r;f tiu million person;- 
of Spanish origin., or 65 percent, reported Spanish 
as the language currently spoken in their home 
(table C). There was some evidence that the 
proportion living in homes where Spanish was 
the current language was even higher for persons 
of Puerto Rican origin, as 73 percent of these 
persons were in Spanish language homes. Among 
the children of Spanish origin who were of school- 
age, 5 to 19 years old, and who might have 
difficulty in schopl because of language, there ■ 
were 2.2 million who were living in homes \vhere 
Spanish was spoken-- 1,3 million of thesechildren 
were of Mexican origin, and 433 thousand were 
of Puerto Rican origin. Children of school-age 
were somewhat less likely than the older adults 
of Spanish origin to be living in such homes. 
Among persons of Spanish origin who were 5 to 
19 years old, 64 percent were living in homes 
where Spanish was the current language, compared 
with 74 pci cent for those 45 years old and over. 



Residence . The families of Spanish origin, of 
whom Lhere were 2.1 million in March 1972, 
were primarily metropolitan dv -11. rs; for 1.7 
million, or 84 percent, of ail thc^s. families lived 
within a standard metropolitan ^ atistical area 
(table D), and only 16 percent vvere living in 
nonmetropolitan areas. Almost ail families of 
Puerto Rican origin were living in metropolitan 
areas, 97 percent. Although the families whose 
head was of Mexican origin were also quite likely 
to live in metropolitan areas, 79 percent, they 
were not nearly as likely to live in the central 
cities as were those of Puerto Rican origin,^ 
Less than half, 46 percent, of the persons of 
Mexican origin lived in the central cities of 
metropolitan areas, whereas 85 percent of those 
of Puerto Rican origin lived in central cities. 



Marital Status and. Living Arrangenients. There 
was some evidence that a\ larger proportion of 
men than of women 14 years old and over, were 
married and living with their spouse, 61 percent 
as compared with 56 percent. Only one-fourth of 
the women 14 and over of Spanish origin had 
never married as r-^mpared with one-third of the 
men. However, t'ie women were more likely 
than the men to be widowed or divorced, or to be 
married but with their spouse absent from home. 

There were 2.3millionhouseholds intheUnited 
States in March 1972 in which the head was of 
Spanish origin. Most of these households were 



^The 1970 Census of Population showed that 65 
percent of all persons of Puerto Rican birth and 
parentage in the United States lived in New York 
City or Chicago, whereas the persons of Mexican 
origin were more widely scattered, primarily in 
the five Southwestern States.

husband-and-wife households, 71 percent. How- 
ever, nearly half a million, or 21 percent, of 
these Spanish origin households had a woman as 
head. These households with a woman of Spanish 
origin as a head were comprisedmaiiily of women 
who were married but with their husband absent 



(approximately 200 thousand;and women who were 
widowed or divorced, (approximately 200 
thousand). 

There were 1.2 million households inihe United 
States whose head was of Mexican origin and 
400,000 whose head was of Puerto Kican origin. 
The households with a person of Puerto iUcan 
origin as the head were far more likely to have 
a >voman as head, 31 percent, than were the 
households with a person of Mexican origin as 
the head, 17 percent. 

Families and Income . There were 2.1 million 
families with a head of Spanish origin in the United 
States in March 1972, These families were 
relatively large as they contained on the average 
(mean) 4.1 persons per famUy ; 58 percent of these 
families had 4 or more members (table H),

The Spanish origin families were comprised 
of a relatively large number of young members 
and a relatively small proportion of old members. 
For every 100 Spanish origin families there were 
about 200 persons who were under 18 years old, 
but only about 10 family members who were 65 
years old and over. 

There was a ' very small proportion of the 
population of Spanish origin 14 years old and over 
who were living alone--about four percent-- 
whereas 94 percent were living in families in 
March 1972. The women of Puerto Rican origin 
v;ho were 14 years old and over were more likely 
to be family heads, 22 percent, than were the- 
women of this age who we re of some other Spanish 
origin, 10 percent. 
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The families with a head of Spanish origin were 
not as well off financially as were other families 
in the Nation. The median family income in 1971 
of the families with a head of Spanish origin was 
S7,600 (table F). This was 74 percent of the 
median income of all families in the Nation, 
which was $10,300. The families whose head 
was of Puerto Rican origin had a median family 
income in 1971 that was lower, $6,200. The 
families of Spanish origin had a relatively large 
proportion at the lower end of the income scale, as 
38 percent had incomes below $6,000. Similarly, 
these families had a relatively small proportion 
at the upper end of the income distribution, as 
only about 10 percent had incomes of $15,000 
or more. There were differences in the family 
incomes of Spanish origin families by family 
size and by whether or not the family head was 
a year-round, full-time worker. For example, 
among the smallest families of Spanish origin, 
those with only two persons, the median family 
income was $6,000. The median family income 
of families that contained five persons was about 
$9,300. Families consisting of 6 or 7 or more 
persons had a median family income of about 
$8,300.

Of all Spanish origin family heads, 57 percent 
were year-round, full-time workers. Family 
income was relatively high for these families, 
$9,600. 

Most of the men of Spanish origin were income 
recipients in 1971 and so were over half of the 
women. Among the men of Spanish origin who 
were 14 years old and over, 85 percent had 
incomes In 1971 as did 57 percent of the women. 
The median income of these men was considerably 
higher than that of the corresponding women, 



about S5,600 and $2,300, respectively (table G), 
In fact, 46 percent of the women had incomes 
under ^$2,000, but only 18 percent of the men had 
incomes at this relatively low level.

There was considerable variation in the income 
of persons of Spanish origin, 14 years old and 
over, by the number of years of school completed. 
In general, the higher the level of educational 
attainment, the higher was the person's income. 
For example, among the persons of Spanish 
origin, l4 years old and over, who had completed 
less than 5 years of school, the median income 
in 1971. was $2,700. However, those who had 
completed high school (excluding those who had 
gone on to college) had a median income of 
$6,000, and those persons of Spanish origin who 
had completed one or more years of college had 
a median income of $7,500. The median income 
of these persons who had completed some college 
was more than double the comparable figure for 
those who had completed less than 5 years of 
school. 

Years of School Completed . The yourxger 
adults of Spanish origin have been making a 
dynamic improvement in their educational at- 
tainment level when contrasted with that of the 
older adults. Overall, among the persons of 
Spanish origin 25 years old and over, 19 percent 



had completed lets than 5 years of school (table 
M). However, a -comparison by age shows a 
considerable range in the proportion with this 
limited amount of education with the younger 
adults far less likely than the older adults to 
have such a limited education. The proportion 
of the adults of Spanish origin who had completed 
less than 5 years of school ranged from about 5 
percent of chose 25 to 29 years old, to 51 percent 
of those 65 years old and over. Similarly, 33 
percent of all the persons of Spanish origin 25 
years old and over were at le«st high school 
graduates. However, the proportion ranged from 
about half, IS percent, of the younger adults (those 
25 to 29 years eld) to about 12 percent of. those 
65 years old and over. 

7'he persons whc were of Cuban, Central or 
South American, or other Spanish origin combined 
'were mere likely than persons of Mexican and 
Puerto Rican origin to be high school graduates 
as about half, 49 percent, of those 25 years old 
and over who were of these types of Spanish 
origin were high school graduates as compared 
with about one-fcurth of those of Mexican or 
Puerto Rican origin. Likewise, the adults of 
Spanish origin groups other than those of Mexican 
or Puerto Rican origin were far more likely to 
have completed four or more years of college, 
10 percent, than were those of Mexican or Puerto 
Rican origin, 2 percent.

The men and women of Spanish origin who 
lived in homes where Spanish was the current 
language were l.e^^.s likely to have completed 
high school than were those who lived in home> 
where Spanish was not the current language. For 
example, of the 3.8 million persons of Spanish 
origin, 14 years nid and over, who were living 
in homes where Spanish was the current language, 
only about one in four had completed high school. 
However, among the 1.9 million persons of 
Spanish origin, 14 years old and over, who lived 
in homes where Spanish was not the current 
language, about one out of every two persons had 
completed high school. As noted earlier, older 
adults of Spanish origin were more likely to be 
living in homes where Spanish was the current 
language than were younger adults, and the older 
adults were also less likely to be high school 
graduates. 



Eniployment . Among the 2.8 million men of 
Spanish origin who were 14 years old and over, 
2.1 million, or 75 percent, were in the labor 
force in March 1972. Among the 3.0 million women 
of Spanish origin who were 14 years old and over, 
36 percent were in the labor force. The women 
of Puerto Rican origin were not as likely to be 
in the labor force as were the women of other 
Spanish origins, as only about 24 percent of the 
women of Puerto Rican origin were in the labor 
force- 

The employed men andv ^men of Spanish or ig)'^;< 
were more likely to be wcrking as operatlvetr, 
28 percent, than they were to be working in any 
other single iT>ajor occupation group. Working 
as operatiV'.'S aro persons driving tnicks, and 
other transport equipment, persons working as 
garage workers and gas station attendants, drill 
press operators, lathe and milling operators, 
sewers and stitchers, and those working in other 
similar occupations. Among the men of Spanish 
origin, the second most common occupation was 
that as craftsmen -"20 percent of the employed 
men of Spanish origin were working as craftsmen. 
However, among the employed women of Spanish 
origin about I percent were employed as crafts- 
men and kindred workers. Among the employed 
women of Spanish origin, the most common 
occupations, were that of clerical and kindred 
workers and operatives and kindred workers. 
(Because of sampling variability it is unclear 
which was first and which was second.) The third 
most common occupation of the women of Spanish 
origin was that of service workers, except 
private household workers, as 20 percent of these 
women were working in these occupations. 

The Relationship of Spanish Origin to Spanish 
Surname . Sometirnes, when information is not 
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avaiJabJe on whether or not a person is of Spanish 
origin, persons have been classified by whether or 
not they have a last name which is typically a 
Spanish name. This method of classificitioii oi the 
population by Spanish surname was u.^ed by the 
Bureau of the Census in the 1950 and 1960 
Censuses, (since these censuses did not include 
a question asking whether or not the person was of 
Spanish origin) and it was also used by the Bureau 
in the 1970 Census (even though the 1970 Census 
included a question on Spanish origin) in order to 
provide historically comparable data on persons 
of Spanish surname,'^ Studies by other agencies 
have used the Spanish surname criterion because 
the studies were made on administrative records, 
such as, school records and vital statistics 
records, which contained the person's last name 
but did not specifically identify whether or not 
the person was of Spanish origin. Data which 
utilize the Spanish surname criterion rather than 
specific information on Spanish origin provide only 
approximations of the Spanish origin universe, 
since some people with a Spanish surname nre 
not themselves of Spanish origin, for example, 
wives not of Spanish origin or surname who 
marry ^r.en of Spanish surname, and some people 
of Spanish origin do not have a Spanish surname, 



as the names of Byrne, lJuval, and CV Neil ar^.' not 
unknown among persons of Spanish origin. 

'1^0 understand the relationship IvtweenSpanish 
origin and Spanish surname, the surnames of 
persons in the March 1071 suiwey were coded 
as to whether or nor they were Spanish. A list of 
over 8,000 Spanish surnames originally compiled 
by the Immigration and Naturalization Service 
and later updated by the Bureau of tiie Census was 
used in the coding:^ Asa rosultof this operation, 
cross-tabulations of surname by origin for the 
entire Nation and for the five Southwestern States 
of Arizona, California, C'oloradc*, New Mexico, 
and Texas, were made and are presented as text 
tables I, J, and K. 

These data show in tables i and ^ that there 
were 9,6 million persons in the United States in 
March 1971 with a Spanish surname. However, 
only about two-thirds (64 percent) of these per- 
sons with a Spanish surname repor'ted that th 
were of Spanish origin. Thi.s appears to indicate 
that data on persons of Spanish surname include 
in them a large proportion, perhaps as much as 
one- third, of persons w^ho are not of Spanish 
origin. 



In the five Southwestern States of the United 
States, where most of the population of Spanish 
origin is of Mexican origin, there is a closer 
correspondence between Spanish surname and 
Spanish origin; about 81 percent of the persons in

Table K gives some indication of the possible 
inclusion in the Spanish surname category of some 
women who were not of Spanish origin but who 
married a man of Spanish surname. It shows 
that a considerable proportion (46 percent) of the 
wives in husband-wife households where the hus- 
band has a Spanish surname are not of Spanish 
origin; there was some evidence this was a 
higher percentage than the 38 percent of the 



usbands in husband-wife households who were 
lassified as having a Spanish surname but not 
Spanish origin. 

Persons who wereof Mexican origin were more 
likely (76 percent) to have a Spanish surname 
than were persons of Puerto Rican origin (63 
percent), so that the classification of the popu- 
lation by Spanish surname would appear to have 
greater validity in areas with concentrations of 
persons oif Mexican origin such as in the South- 
western States, Further research, which will be 
published later, is being conducted on a compari- 
son of the socioeconomic characteristics of 
persons with a Spanish surname and persons of 
Spanish origin.

DEFINITIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Population coverage . This report includes the 
civilian noninstitutional population of the United 
States and members of the Armed Forces in the 
United States living cff post or with their families 
on post, but excludes all other members of 
the Armed Forces. 

Ro und ingc The numbers in this report are 
in thousands. The figures may differ slightly 
from table to table since individual numbers were 
rounded to the nearest thousand without being 
adjusted to group totals. Similarly, individual 
percentages were rounded and parts may not 
always add to 100 percent. 

Ethnic origin . "Ethnic origin" was determined 
for this report on the basis of a question that 
asked for self- identification of the person's 
origin or descent and is therefore a study in what 
persons perceive their origin to be. (See page 
15 for the wording of the question.) Inter- 
viewers were instructed to probe for a more 
specific and earlier origin if the respondent 
(other than an Indian) reported "American" as 
his origin. They were also instructed to probe 
if a response indicating a religion was offered. 

The answers to the question on ethnic origin 
produce results somewhat different from results 
based on inferred ethnic identification using 
such characteristics as country of birth of the 
person or his parents, language spoken in the 
home, or surname. Some respondents having 
a diverse ethnic background or having several 
generations of residence in the United States 
may have reported the ethnic association they 
felt most stroi.gly and may not have had precise 
alternatives from which to choose. 



Persons of Spanish origin. Persons of Spanish 
origin in this report are those persons who 
indicated that their origin was Mexican, Puerto 
Rican, Cuban, Central or South American, or 
some other Spanish origin. The latter category 
includes single origins not covered by the choices 
listed as well as combinations of types of Spanish 
origins. Persons who reported that they were 
of one of the specific Spanish origin categories 
and a non-Spanish category were included in the 
specific Spanish category. The category "other 
Spanish" as used in these tables does not always 
refer to the same universe. Instead, it refers 
to all Spanish origin categories not shown sepa- 
rately in the particular table in question and, 
accordingly, sometimes refers to all Spanish 
origin categories except "Mexican/' other times 



to all Spanish origin categories except "Mexican" 
and "Puerto Rican," etc. 

ersons of Spanish surnam e. Persons of 
Spanish surname were identified by means of a 
coding operation which examined each name in 
the survey and compared it to a list of more than 
8,000 Spanish surnames. This list was originally 
compiled by the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service and later updated by the Bureau of the 
Census. As a result, this population group 
literally comprises the Spanish-surnamed, a 
substantial number of whom may not have any other 
ethnic association with Spanish population groups 
identified using other procedures. 

Five Southwestern States. Data provided in 
this report for the five Southwestern States refer 
to the States of Arizona, California, Colorado, 
New Mexico, and Texas, combined. 

Spanish currently spoken in hom e. Persons 
who reported any one of the Spanish origin cate- 
gories were asked the additional question, "Is 
Spanish now spoken in this household?" The 
question applied to the entire household; therefore, 
not all persons reported in such households 
necessarily now speak or ever spoke Spanish 
themselves. Nevertheless, this item provides 
some information on the number of persons for 
whom the Spanish language has a relatively strong 
influence or who are exposed to Spanish language 
usage in the home. 

Age. The age classification is based on the 
age of the person at his last birthday. 



Years of school completed. Data on years of 
school completed in this report were derived from 
the combination of answers to two questions: (a) 
"What is the highest grade of school he has ever 
attended?" and (b) "Did he finish this grade?" 

The questions on educational attainment apply 
only to progress in "regular" schools. Such 
schools include public, private, and parochial- 
elementary and high schools (both junior and 
senior high), colleges, universities, and profes- 
sional schools, whether day schools or night 
schools. Thus, regular schooling is that which 
may advance a person toward an elementary school 
certificate or high school diploma, or a college, 
university, or professional school degree. School- 
ing in other than regular schools was counted only 
if the credits obtained were regarded as trans- 
ferable to a school in the regular school system. 



Marital status. The marital status classifica- 
tion identifies four major categories: single, 
married, widowed, and divorced. These terms 
refer to the marital status at the time of the 
enumeration.

into "married, spouse r -cdl, raced, "and 

"other married, spoub^ ih>-^ A person 

was classified as ''mam . . ..^^ present*|/'if 
the husband or wife was reported as a member 
of the household, even though he or she may have 
been temporarily absent on business or on 
vacation, visiting, in a hospital, etc., at the time 
of the enumeration, i"^ersons reported as separated 
included those with legal separations, those living 
apart with intentions of obtaining a divorce, and 
other ' persons permanently, or temporarily, 
separated because of marital discord. The group 
"other married, spouse absent** includes married 
persons living apart because either the husband 
or wife was employed, and living at a considerable 
distance from home, was serving away from 
home in the y\rmed Forces^ was residing in an 
institution, had moved to another area, or had a 
different place of residence for any other reason 
except separation as defined above. 

Family . The term "family," as used in this 
report, refers to a group of two or more persons 
related by blood, marriage, or adoption and resid- 
ing together; all such persons are considered as 
members of the same family. Thus, if the son of 
the head of the household and the son^s wife are 
in the household, they are treated as part of the 
head's family. On the other hand, a lodger and his 
wife not related to the head of the household or an 
unrelated servant and his wife are considered as 
additional families, and not a part of the house- 
hold head's family. 

Primary family. A primary family is a family 
that includes among its members the head of a 
household. 

Size of family . The term "size of family" 
refers to the number of persons who are living 
together and are related to each other by blood, 
marriage, or adoption. 

Households A household consists of all the 
persons who occupy a housing unit. A house, an 
apartment or other group of rooms, or a single 
room, is regarded as a housing unit when it is 
occupied or intended for occupancy as separate 
living quarters; that is, when the occupants do not 
live and eatwithanyotherpersonsinthe structure 
and there is either (1) direct access from the out- 
side or through a common hall or (2) a kitchen or 
cooking equipment for the exclusive use of the 
occupants. 



A household includes tlie i\*lat"cd family 
members and all the unrelated persons, if any, 
such as lodgers, foster children, wai*ds, or em- 
ployees wno share the housing unit. A person 
living "alone in a housing unit, or a group of 
unrelated persons sharing a housing unit as 
partners, is also counted as a household. "The 
count of households excludes group quai'ters. 

Mead of household, family, or subfamily . One 
person in each household family, or subfa m i ly 
is designated as the "head." I'he number of heads, 
therefore, is equal to the number oi' households, 
families, or subfamilies. The head is usually the 
person regarded as the head by tlie members of 
the group. Married women are not classified as 
heads if their husbands are living with them at 
the time of the survey. 

i^rimary individual. A primary individual is a 
household head living alone or with nonrelative.s 
only. 

Secondary individual. A secondary individual 
is a person in a household or group quarters 
such as a guest, lodger, or resident employee 
(excluding primary individuals and in lates of 
institutions) who is not related, to any other 
person in the household or group quarters. 

Own children and related children. "Own" 
children in a family are sons and daughters, 
including stepchildren and adopted children, of the 
family head. Similarly, "own" children in a sub- 
family are sons and daughters of the subfamily 
head. "Related" children in a family include own 
children and all other children in the household 
who are i-elated to the family head by blood, 
marriage, or adoption. All children shown as 
members of subfamilies are own children of the 
subfamily head. For each type of family unit 
identified in the CPS, the count of own children 
under 18 years old is limited to single (never 
married) children. 

Labor force. Persons are classified as in 
the labor force if they were employed as civilians, 
unemployed, or in the Armed Forces during the 
survey week. The "Civilian labor force" is com- 
prised'of all civilians classified as employed or 
unemployed. 

Occupation , The data on occupation of employed 
persons refer to the civilian job held during the 
survey week. Persons employed at two or more 
jobs were reported in the job at which they 
worked the greatest number of hours during the 
week. The occupation groupings used here are 
mainly the major groups used in the 1970 Census 
of Population. The composition of these groups 
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is shown in the 1970 Census of Populac.ion, 
PC (1)-C Series, General Social and [Economic 
Characteristics. The categories used are 
combinations of detailed classifications. 

l:mployed. Iimployed persons comprise (1) 
all civilians who, during the specified week, did 
any work at all as paid employe in their 

own business or prof wnfarm, 
or who worked 15 . unpaid 

workers on a farm u\ ui a business operated by 
a member of the family, and (2) all those who were 
not working but who had jobs or businesses from 
which they were temporarilyabsent because of ill- 
ness, bad weather, vacation, or labor- management 
dispute, or because they were taking time off for 
personal reasons, whether or not they were paid 
by their employers for time off, and whether or 
not they were seeking other jobs. Excluded 
from the employed group are persons whose 
only activity consisted of work around the house 
(such as own home housework, painting or re- 
pairing own home, etc.) or volunteer work for 
religious, charitable, and similar organizations* 

Unemployed. Unemployed persons are those 
civilians who, during the survey week, had no 
employment but were available for work and 
(1) had engaged in any specific jobseeking ac- 
tivity within the past 4 weeks , such as registering 
at a public or private employment office, meeting 
with prospective employers, checking with friends 
or relatives, placing or answering advertisements, 
writing letters of application, or being on a union 
or professional register; :^2) were waiting to be 
called back to a job from which they had been 
laid off; or (3) were waiting to report to a new 
wage or salary job within 30 days. 

Income. For each person in the sample 14 
years old and over, questions were asked on the 
amount of money income received in the preceding 
calendar year. 



It should be noted that although the income 
statistics refer to receipts during the preceding 
year the characteristics of the person, such as 
age, labor force status, etc., and the composition 
of families refer to the time of the survey. The 
income of the family does not include amounts 
received by persons who were members of the 
family during all or part of the income year if 
these persons no longer resided with the family 
at the time of enumeration. On the other hand, 
family income includes amounts reported by 
related persons who did not reside with the 
family during the Income year but who were 
members of the family at the time of enumeration,

Median . The median is presented in connec- 
tion with the data on age,^ years of school com- 
pleted, and income. It is the value which divides 
the distribution into two equal parts, one-half of 
Che cases falling below this value and one-half 
of the cases exceeding' this value. 



Mean, The mean (or average) is presented in 
connection with data on number of persons per 
family. It is the value obtained by dividing the 
number of persons having the characteristic under 
consideration by the appropriate number of 
families. 

SOURCE AND RELIABILITY OF THE ESTIMATES 



Source of data. Most of the data for this 
report were based on results obtained in the 
March 1972 Current Population Survey of the- 
Bux'eau of the Census. The sample was spread 
over 449 areas comprising 863 counties and 
independent cities with coverage in each of the 
50 States and the District of Columbia. Approx- 
imately 47,000 occupied households were eligible 
for interview each month. Of this number 2,000 
occupied units, on the average, were visited but 
interviews were not obtained because the occu- 
pants were not found at home after repeated calls 
or were unavailable for some other reason. In 
addition co the 47,000, there were also about 
8,000 sample units in an average month which 
were visited but were found to be vacant or 
otherwise not to be interviewed. 

The estimating procedure used in this survey 
involved the inflation of the weighted sample 
results to independent estimates of the civilian 
noninstitutional population of the United States 
by age, race, and sex. The independent estimates 
were based on statistics from the previous de- 
cennial census of population; statistics of births, 
deaths, immigration and emigration; and statistics 
on the strength of the Armed Forces. 

Reliability of the estimates. Since the esti- 
mates are based on a sample, they may differ 
somewhat fiom the figures obtained if a complete 
census had been taken using the same schedules, 
instructions, and enumerators. As in any survey 
work, the results are subject to errors of 
response and of reporting as well as being sub- 
ject to sampling variability. 

The standard error is primarily a measure of 
sampling variability; that is, of the variations 
that occur by chance because a sample rather 
than the whole of the population is surveyed. 
As calculated for this report, the CPS standard 
errors also partially measure the effect of 



respon .nd enumeration errors but do not 
measuT my systematic biases in the data. The 
chances are about 68 out of lOO that an estimate 
from the CPS sample would differ from a complete 
census figure by less than the standard error. 
The chances are about 90 out of 100 that the 
difference would be less than 1.6 times the 
standard error, and the chances are about 95 
out of 100 that the differ(^^\ c would be less than 
twice the standard err 

All statements of comparison appearing in 
the text are significant at a 1.6 standard error 
level or better. Most are significant at a level 
of more than 2.0 standard errors. Thus, for 
most differences cited in the text, the estimated 
difference is greater than twice the standard error 
of the difference. Statements of comparison 
qualified in some way (e.g., by use of the phrase 
"some evidence") have a level of significance 
between 1.6 and 2.0 standard errors.

The figures presented in tables M-R are 
approximations to the standard errors of various 
estimates shown in this report.

As a result, the tables of 
standard errors provide an indication of the 
order of magnitude of the standard errors rather

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Tables M through O contain the standard L-rrors 
of estimated numbers and tables I' through K 
contain the standard errors of estimated pcrcLMit- 
ages. Table L indicates which cables^ of standard 
errors to use to determine the standard errors 
of the estimates contained in the text and detailed 
tables. 

Tables M and apply to characteristics which 
identify one person within a household or charac- 
teristics which are counts of households; for 
example, (1) the number of persons 18 and 19 
years old or (2) the number f families of 
Mexican origin. Tables N and Q apply to 
characteristics which tend to describe alt or 
nearly all persons within a household or charac- 
teristics which give total counts of persons in 
a specified household type; for example, (1) 
residence or (2) total persons of Mexican origin. 
Tables O and R apply to characteristics which 
tend to lie between the two extremes. ^Phat is, 
they should be used with characteristics, e.g., 
educational attainment, which do not restrict 
the number of household members to one pejLson, 
but do not generally include all household mem- 
bers.

The reliability of an estimated percentage, 
computed by using sample data for both numer- 
ator and denominator, depends upon both the size 
of the percentage and the size of the total upon 
Avhich. this percentage is based. t'stimated 
percentages are relatively more reliable than the 
corresponding estimates of the numerators of the 
percentages, particularly if the percentages are 
50 percent or more. 

Tables F through R show the standard errors 
of estimated percentages. 



Note when using small estimates. Percentage 
distributions are shown in this report only when 
the base of the percentage is greater than 75,000. 
Because of the large standard errors involved, 
there is little chance that percentages would 
reveal real information when computed on a 
smaller base. l:stimated totals are shown, 
however, even though the relative standard errors 
of these totals are larger than those for the 
corresponding percentages. I^hese smaller esti- 
mates are provided primarily to permit such 
combinations of the categories as serve each 
user's needs. 



Illustration of the use of tables of standard 
errors. Table C of this report shows that in 
March 1972 there were 4, .572,000 persons of 
Spanish origin under 20 years old. Table 0 
shows the standard error on an estimate of this 
size to be approximately 140,000. The chances 
are 68 out of 100 that the estimate would have 
been a figure differing from a complete census 
figure by less than 140,000. The chances are 
95 out of 100 that the estimate would have differed 
from a complete cetisus figure by less than 
280,000.

Of these 4,572,000 persons of Spanish origin 
under 20 years old, 2,934,000 or 64.2 percent, 
reported Spanish as the language currently spoken 
in the home. Table R shows Che standard error 
of 64.2 percent on a base of 4,572,000 to be 
approximately 1.4 percent. Consequently, chances 
are 68 out of 100 that the estimated 64.2 percent 
would be within 1.4 percentage points of a 
complete census figure, and chances are 95 out 
of 100 that the estimate would be within 2.8 
percentage points of a complete' census figure; 
i.e., this 95 percent confidence interval would 
be from 61.4 to 67.0 percent. 



This means the chances are 68 out of iOO that the 
estimated difference based on the sample would be 
less than 179,000. The 68 percent confidence 
interval around the 1,475,000 difference is from 
1,296,000 to 1,654,000, i.e., 1,475,000 ^ 179,000. 
A conclusion that Che average estimate of the 
difference derived from all possible samples 
lies wichin a range computed in this way would be 
correct for roughly 68 percent of all possible 
samples. The 95 percent confidence interval is 
L, 117,000 to 1,833,000 and thus 'we can conclude 
with 95 percent confidence that the number of 
persons of Spanish origin under 20 years is 
actually greater than those age 20 to 45 years. 



Differences. For a difference between two 
sample estimates, Che standard error is approx- 
imately equal to the square root of the sum of 
the squares of the standard errors of each 
estimate considered separately. This formula 
will represent the actual standard error quite 
accurately for the difference between two esti- 
mates of the same characteristic in two different 
areas, or for the difference between separate 
and uncorrelated characteristics in the same 
area. If, however, there is a high positive 
correlation between .the two characteristics, the 
formula will overestimatie the true standard error. 



Illustration of the computation of the standard 
error of a difference. Table C of this report 
shows that in 1972 there were 3,097,000 persons 
of Spanish origin age 20 to 44 years. Thus 
the apparent difference in the number of persons 
of Spanish origin under 20 and those 20 to 
45 years is 1,475,000. The standard error of 
4,572,000 is 140,000, as shown above. Table 
O shows the standard error on an estimate of 
3,097,000 to be approximately 111,000. The 
standard error of the estimated difference of 

1,475,000 is about 179,000 = 140, 000 + (lll^OOO)^. 



Medians. The sampling variability of an 
estimated median depends upon the form as well 
as on the size of the distribution from which the 
median is determined. An approximate method 
for measuring the reliability of a median is 
to determine an interval about the estimated 
median, such that there is a stated degree of 
confidence that the median based on a complete 
census lies within the interval. . The following 
procedure may be used to estimate confidence 
limits of a median based on sample data: 

(1) determine the standard error of a 50 
percent characteristic using the appropriate 
table and base; 

(2) add to and subtract from 50 percent the 
standard error determined in step (1); 

(3) using the distribution of the characteristic, 
read off the confidence interval corresponding 
to the two points established in step (2). 



A twO'Standard error confidence interval may 
be determined by finding the values corresponding 
to 50 percent plus and minus twice the standard 
error deterniined in step (1). 
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Illustration of the computation of the standard 
error of a median. Table 15 shows that the 
median for families of Mexican origin in 1971 
was $7,539. The size or base of the distribution 
from which the median was determined Is 
1,092,000 families. 



1. Table P shows that the standard error of 
50 percent on a base of 1,100,000 is about 2.4 
percent,

Thus, the 95 percent confidence ranges from 
56,808 to $8,158. 

*in computing the upper limit, 50% + 2 (^^^SO) = 
54.8 exceeds the upper boundary oi the interval 
that contains the estimated median. From 
table 15 it can be seen that 53.6 percent had less 
than $8,000 and 15.2 percent had between $8,000 
and $1.0,000.
